teacher asks."How do we connect to the 

overhead projector in the new classrooms - 
where do you plug in the computer ?* 


There are two projectors in the new William St of¬ 
fices. One in the conference room and one in the 
larger meeting area. Both are Epson model EB- 
S130 


The projector we previously used on second floor of 
the old Celtic Club had a VGA cable to connect a 
computer or other video source but in the new ar¬ 
rangement it's all done via wi-fi. First you have to 
download and install the software. It's called 
EasyMP Multi PC Projection and at the time of writ¬ 
ing the current version is 2.10 The software can be 
installed on computers or tablets. There are also a 
couple of how-to videos on YouTube if you need 
help. 


Downloading only takes a minute or two but install¬ 
ing is much slower and can take 20 mins or more, 
so be patient. Unfortunately Gaeilge is not an op¬ 
tion on the languages list. When it's finally up and 
running you will see a screen listing the currently 
available projectors. Choose your projector and 
then click on "join" and your desktop will be repli¬ 
cated on the projector. 


Compared to a cable connection there are some ad¬ 
vantage and disadvantages. Here are the most im¬ 
portant ones - 


□ The wi-fi link will also carry audio which 
comes out of a small speaker on rear panel 
of the projector. This is not as good as a full 
PA system but is loud enough for a class. In 
theory it should be possible to connect up 
our own (bigger) speakers to cater for lar¬ 
ger audiences and we hope to test this 
soon. 


In the old system the projector remained in 
standby mode when not in use and then 
came on automatically when an input signal 
was detected on the VGA cable but now you 
have to first turn the projector on manually 
or by using its own remote before it will ap¬ 
pear on the "available" list on your screen. 


□ Another consideration is split (or dual) dis¬ 
plays. Previously the source computer 
could use its own operating system to 
separate the video intended for projection 
from other notes or commentary to be 
used by the presenter. But the new 
method bypasses that step. 


□ The use of a wi-fi connection can often 
mean that audio is slightly out of sync with 
the video, especially with fast on-screen 
movement such as when showing a DVD 


n Finally the new system has a useful fea¬ 
ture for tablet users where anything you 
write using a stylus will be displayed just 
like writing on a whiteboard. 


Further information is available in the MultiPC User 
Guide which can be downloaded from the Epson 
website. 


To play a DVD or Blu-Ray disc without using a 
computer is also possible but a bit more fiddly. 
First you need a stand-alone disc player, like the 
one under your TV at home, and it needs to be 
connected via a VGA or HDMI cable to the projec¬ 
tor's rear panel. (BYO cable) Then you need to 
hook up an audio system, using a suitable amp 
and speakers attached to the player itself. 


It may be better to first convert the disc to a video 
file via a process known as "ripping" with software 
such as makeMKV * and then play the resulting 
file directly from your computer or tablet via the 
wi-fi link as described above. 


* makeMKV currently costs $84 inc. GST
